Why Patricks although the prieſt did ſhew himſelfeto be 
in ſome little aſtoniſhment with the terrour of the death hee was 
to indure, yet he died conſtantly without revolting from his re- 
ligion, andthe Byſhop and hee together indured their martyr- 
dumewith patience | 

Pa.I wonder with what ſhameles faces papiſts can avow thoſe 
to be martyrs, and to die for the teſtimony of their conſciences, 
that were both of them euyed of high treaſon, and no matter 
of religion inforced again{t them : was not your Byſhopindited 
of lixtecne ſeuerall articles of treaſan, all of them openly con- 
felled by himſelfe, and he condemned by his owne Gafefions 

Ta. And yet I hope you will not deny, but that all his articles, 
which you ſay were {o many treaſons, tended all tothe aduance- 
ment of the holy church of Rome : which eucry honelt man is 
bound in conſcience to doe. | 

Pa. If all our prieſtes in /rel/axd that doe teach that dotrine 
to the poorelilly people of that country, were drawne hanged & 
quartered as your Byſhop was,the Kings maieſty would be both

Pa. Sir Tady I proteſt Idothirſt after nomans bloud,neither 
doeI knowcany one papiltin Jrelaxd that I would [ecke his life 
or wiſh his death,but bh rather both pitt.e hun & pray furhim, 
but Iwonder you arenet aſhamed to intitle thoſe tor martyrs, 
that were openly knowne traytors z And what were thoſe holy 
ſeruices that you fay your Biſhop was fo dearely beloued for, 
were they not his (editious — that for many yecares toge= 
ther was (till ſtirring vppe of the people toarmes aad rebellion? - 
were not theſe the articles wherewith he was accuſed, chewhich 
hiniſelfe confeiled,and for the which he was iultly condemned? 
whatother wit learning or honeſty wasin himythat you ſu much 
magnite?

I will deny him nothing that was his duc,his learning was 
fit to concurre wth that authority the Pope had giuen him,that

Ta. Why doe you flanderthe dead, he ſhewed himſelte to be 
a great ſcholler at che very houreof his death. 

Pa. Good lirFady doe methe tauour to tell me wherein, 

Ta. Being ready to mount ypthe ladder:when he was preaſed 
by ſome (tanders by to ſpeake, did he not itterate,and reitterate 
Sixe me quaſa,Sine me quaſo,. fo diltin and plainely, that every 
latinilt might well vnderſtand him:this was a ligne he was lear-= 
ned, and that he could ſpeake Latine. 

Pa. And here we ſee the end of this great learned Biſhop,thar 
had live ! in confpiracie for many yeares againlt his prince, and

But what bragges be theſe that are made of his witte and 
learning, that had lived like araucning VWoolte, and dyed like a 
dumbe dogge. 
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Ta If there were no bctter worth in himthen your wordsdo 
import, how came it to patlethatthe muit.cude of people, both 
mea and woinen that did toilow him to the place uf execution, 
made ſuch dall and lamentarion after him, as the heauensthem 
ſelucs refounded the Eccho of their outcries. 

Pa. Before I anſwere your demand, I holde it beſt tro make a 
true relation of the maners and behauivurs of the people that ſo 
followed him to the place of execution,(trange and foohth Icon 
on + bee rehearſed, but becaule you haue vrged it, thus it fol- 

oweth. 

The 28. day of Ianuary now laſt paſt, the Biſhopwith his c6- 

anion the prie(t, being bruught to an araignment at the Kings 
my barre at Dublyne, were there condemned of treaſon, and 
adiudged to be executed the next ſaturday following, which was 
thefirlt of February being Candlemas eue- : whichday being 
come,in the morning ſomething timely, by a Catholicke con- 
ſent, aprieſt or two of the Popes broode, were ſent with holy 
watcr and otherlike holy tutte, to ſanRife and hallow the gal- 
lowes where they ſhould be hanged, | 
Loe here the pietie that isin popery, I haue many times heard 
ing ofhallowed bread, of hallowed water, of hallowed aſh- 

es, of hallowed beades, and of (uch otherlike hallowed traſh, 
bur I never heard of a payre of gallowes that were hallowed be- 
fore, but theſe gallowes being thus ſancifed , and made holy 
afore hand, abuut 2.of the clocke in the atternoone;the traytars 
were deliuered tothe Sheryuesof Dublye that were toſce execu- 
tion, wh» placing them im a fmall carre,and being aſliſtedwith a 
conuenient guarde, as they palled along through the ſtreetes of 
Dwblyne, diverſe citizens ( whereof ſome that were of good fore 
and faſhion ) as the Blhop pailed by , tell downe yppon their 
knees in the durt and mire, craving his fatherly blefling & bene- 
dition, but the poore regardles wretch, litting (till like a blocke 
wouldeneither vouchſate them worde, nor ſo much as to turne 
his head alide to looke at them,or once to lift vp his eyes to hea- 
uen, or to make ſhew eyther of deuotion or of anie religion at 
all, what was 1n him, fo that he might haue bin a Papiſt a Turke 
or a Iew, for any thing that could bin diſcerned by himei- 
ther by his wordes ow his ſhowe : And now being come tothe 
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place of execution, it is truth he was followed with troopes efci- 
tizens, both men and women,and notof the inferior ſort alone, 
but of the better, & among(t the women,of the belt mens wiues 
within the cittie of D«b/yne : that kept ſuch a ſcriking,ſuch a how 
ling, and ſuch a hallowing, as if Saint Parricke himielfe had bin 
going to ROY they could not haue made greater lignes 
and (howes of griefe and ſorrowe: but when they ſaw him turned 
from of the gallowes, they raiſed the #ho bb, with ſuch a maine 
cry,as if the rebels had becne approchedto robbe and rifell their 
cittic. | 
Now to anſwere toyourqueſtion, if I ſhould ſay that this de- 
ploring of a traytor, with ſuch lignes and ſhowes of ſorrowe,did 
argue but little Joue to his maieſtie,, perhaps I might offende a 
reat number of papiſtes, but this I dare bouldly aftirme, that 
ole fooleries, that were vied both before and after the execu- 
tion, argued but little wit ; and I thinke the recirall of it woulde 
makethe papiſtes themſelues to laugh at the folly of popery, for 
marke what followed. 

Theexecutioner had noſooner taken of the Biſhops heade, 
but that the townes men of D«b{yne,began to flocke about him; 
ſome taking vpthe head with pitious afpeR, accompanied with 
ſobs and fighes , that ef my conſcience were breathed out from 
their verieſoule. 

Some kitled it with as religious an appetite as cuer they kiſſed 
the Paxe. 

Some cut away all the haire from the head,which loulic com- 
moditie,they religiouſly reſerued, for a loulic relique. 

Some others were practiſing to ſteale the heade away, the 
which beecing eſpyed by the executioner, hee gaue notice of the 
matterto the Sheryues of Dublyne. 

Now when he _ to quarter the body, the women thron- 
_—_ him as falt , and happy was ſhce that coulde gett but 

handkercheife dippedin the bloud of the traytor : And the 
body being once difſeuered into foure quarters,they neither left 
finger nortoe,; but they cut them off, and carried them away : 
Andco ſhew their Catholike zcale, they tare his garments iuto 
eatters, and ſome others that could get no holy monumentes 


that appertayacd, tv his perſon, withtheir kniues they ſhaued 
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of chippes from the hallowed gallowes : neyther would they ſo 
much as omitt the halter wherewith he was hanged , but it was 
gathered vpto be reſerued for holy vſes. 

I might ſpeake hcere of the Biſhops breeches that the execu- 
tioner {ould for hue [hillings to a fellow that carrying them into 
the towne, and tearing them into fitters made as good a mar- 
ket of them amonglt the Catholikes of D#bbn, as if they hadd 
becne pardons newe come from Rome: the poore hangman a- 
gaine who but laying his cloake alittle apart whillt hee was du- 
ing of his othice, it was [tolne away from him, and could not be 
heard on till within two orthree dayes,and then it was knowne 
to be cut into ſhreadds, and ſo fold among(t the Papiftes for ho- 
ty reliques at a very deare rate, thinking it had beene ſome velt- 
ment belonging to the Biſhop. | 

Iam forry for my country-men that are fo blind and blockiſh 
but ſee what followed : the ſame nightafterthe exccution was 
done, they flocke together afreſh both men and women, with 
holy water, holy candle: and congregating themſelues at the 
holy gallowes,in the place of execution, they ſpent the fore part 
of thenight in heatheniſh howling, and performing many po- 
piſh ceremonies, and after midnight, becing then Candelmas 
day inthe morning, hauing there prieſts in a readines they had - 
Maile, and as ſome ſay Malle after Maile: day light beeing 
come they departed totheir owne houles, all of them- made as 
holy towardes God, asthey had (hewed themſelues dutifull co 
the King. 

Ta. Youhaue made along diſcourſeto little purpoſe', for 
fay youwhat youcan, it will neuer be beleeued amonglt the Ca- 
tholickcs in Ireland, bur that theſe men dyed holy Martyrs, & 
ſutfercd tor matters that did concernetheChurchznow for tem- 
porall Magiltracie to haue foueraignticin ſpirituall regiment is 
very vnnaturall, ſay you what youcan. 

Pa Who ſhould elſe mayntaine and _— godly lawes- 
but the Prince?who ſhould baniſh and diſplace falſe religion to- 

ether with the ſpreaders and diſperſers of the ſame but the 
Prince ?who ſhould punith malefactors againſt God, as here- 
tickes, blaſphemers, Idolaters, and ſuch other like which is to- 
be done in cuery Chriſtian commonwealth, but the Prince. 
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Ta. The Prince muſt learne at the prieſtes hand , what is 
truth, and what is errour, before he {etin hand to puniſh.

Pa. But what meant Saint Pau/ Ates. 20, when hee called 
che Elders of Epheſss, and willed them to feed the Church of 
God, what meant he by the Church, the prieſts,or the people?

Pa. Canne you findein any onetext of Scripture, where the 
Church is taken for the prieſtes without the people ?

Pa.I wonder papiltes are not aſhamed to vrge that place of 
ſcripture ſo grollely,Peter acknowledging Chrifb to bethe ſonne 
of God, our Sauiour anſwered, Yppon thirrocke, I will builde ney 
Chwerch:the Pope woulde haue the rocketo bee Peter himſelfe, 
whereon (Jriſt promiſed tu build his Church : when indeede ic 
was the faith of Peter, confeſling Chriſt ro bee the ſonne of God, 
for faith is the rocke whereon Ghriites Church is built: for who 
is of Chriftes Church, but he onely that belecueth Chrif to bee

Ta. W hat malicious deſpight is this to depriue Saint Peter of 
his principalitie: giue him Las preheminencefor ſhame,tf itbe 
barbecans he was the firſt amongſt the ApoFles, that confelled 
Chriftto be the ſonne of God. 

Pa. Itis truth, Peter was the firſt amongſt the ApoZtles, that 
confelled Chriftto be the ſunne of God, and ſo he was the fir(t 
againethat denyed his maſter, neither doe wee ſeeke todepryue 
that bletſed ApoZHe of any pryoritie thatthe word of God doth 
allowe him, but rather to curtall your Idolatrous Pope, who 
by magnifiyng of Peter woulde thereby exalt himſelfe , Peters 
name isvſed but to vpholde his pride: butif you haue no better 
proofesthentheſe toconfirme Perersgreatneile, heare what I 
can ſay in the negatiue, to proue that Peter was no greater then 
the reſt of the ApoZlex. 

Ta. I woulde faine ſee that ( quoth blind Hewe)for that would 
ſceme ſtrange among(t Cathobckes. 

Pa. Why then to open the eyes of blind popiſh Catholikes, let 
them looke firſtintothe Artes of the eLpoZler, Chap. 8. where 
the ApoZles that were at Jeruſalem, vnderſtanding that the Sa- 
maritans had receiued the Goſpell of Chrift by the preaching of 
Philip, they immediately ſent both Peter and 7ehn, for the bet- 
ter confirmation of the Samaritaxs : this argueth that Peter had 
no ſuch iuriſdition ouer the reſt of the Apeſiles as our papiltes 
doedreame of, forthen he could not haue beene ſent, but _ 
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and John were (ent, as other private perſons,to preach and mini- 
ſter to the Samaritans. | 

And in theeleuenth of the Actes, when Peter hadde beene 
warned by a vilion to goe to Cornelis, the reſt ofthecong 
tion called him to an account, and after a ſurrrebuked Peter for 
—_ houſe of an vacircumciſed perſon,and Peter was drj 
uen in his owne excule torecapitulatevnto them the whole ma- 
ner of the viſion how it appeared vnto him, and was warranted 
by the ſpirit of God : by this it doth appeare that Peter had no 
ſuperioritieaboue the reſt,but rather arguethan inferiority,then 
any place of ——_ — : wereade how Paxlagaine not onely 
controled Peter about matters of circumciſion , butalſo with- 
ſtoode him to his face, in ſuch fort as he that ſhould reade ouer 
the ſecond to the Galathians, would thinke that if there were any 
ſuperioritie amongſt the ApoZHes, it rather belongeth to Part 
then to Peter: but there was no domineringamongſt them,nor 
one greaterthen another,but as I haue ſayde beefore, they mar- 
ched all in one<qualitic, bothin power and authoritie. 

True itis that Peter did (till ſhew himſelfe to be of a more ſtir- 
ring and liuely (piritthenthe reſt, and was more apt and readie 
both in propounding of queltions,& in anſwering of demandes, 
which proceeded ſomtimes of ignorice, as when he demided of 
his neat it might ,not ſufhce to forgiue hisenemie 7; 
times, thiaking that to forgiue eyght had beene too much. 

Sometimes his readinellein anſwering wasinſpired by theſpi- 
rit of God, as when Chrift demanded of his Diſciples whom they 
thought him tobe, Peter immediately madean{were; 7ſay thow 
art the ſonne of the living God : lometimesagaine puer muchcon- 
fidence of himſelfe , made him to be ſomewhat too forwarde in 
his proceſtations,as inthe 26.uf Mathew, where Chriitexpoſtu- 
lating with his Diciples, toldethem that this night they ſhoulde 
all be offended by him, but Peter led partly by zeale, and partly 
by preſumption anſwered, [fall the world be offeded with thee get wil 
not I be offended with thee: and yet the very jght he Giyed 
him to a poore maid:andin the x6.chap.before,when Chrit re» 
yealedto his D:/ciplesthat he mult goe ypto Jeruſalem, thereto 
ſuffer many things,Peter raſhly aduiſed him to ſhun the place, 8& 
not to guethetherat all. 

By theſe and other like places - doth appeare;that as Peter = 
4 © 
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of a morequicke and liuely (pirite thenthereſt ofthe Apoſtles, 
ſo he was more foreward then the reſt, cyther to ſpeake or to do 
any thing as time and place did ſeruc, or as he was fitted by occa- 
fion: And as the infirmitiesnot onely of Peter, butalſo of many 
holy men belides, are regiſtred in the holy ſcriptures, and left 
ynto vs for our example, ſo wee doe notcite thele places of any 
ſpite or malice whereby to impugne Saint Peters Authorrtie, but 
rather to make knowne the Popes tyrany, that hath a long time 
iuggled with the ſcriptures, and hath not onely made Saint Pe- 
ter acoucttureto his pe and pride: but alſo many times abu- 
feththe name ofthe living God himlſelfe, for where hee begin- 
neth with this preamble: 7» the name of God, then commonly he 
contriueth ſome ſeruice to the Deuill. 

Towinde vppall therefore Lay, thatit that bleſſed Apoſtle 
Saint Peter,would arrogate but halfe ſo much to himlſelfe as our 
grolſcheaded papiſtes will attribute to their Pope, hell fire were 
fitter forhim then ſo greatglory in the kingdome of heauen. 

Ta. I wonder how any preſumptuous foole in the world dare 
auouch theſe blaſphemies againſt the /icar of Chriſt ? 

Pa. AndI wonder as faſt in what place of ſcripture you doe 
finde that Chriſt would haueany ſuch Yicar, or howe the Pope 
ſhould come to thattitle, that you ſpeake of, to bethe Yicar of 
Chriſt, but I wonder moſt of all that ſo many fooles will beleeue 
him but vpon his owe report : hauing neyther ſcrypture,ſcript 
norſcrouletoconfirmeit? - 

Ta, You haue forgotten your ſelfe Patricks: the matteris bet. 
ter warranted then you are aware on, how many notable Au. 
thors haue extolled the pope,lo far thatthey make it Sacriledge ro 
a/pute of his fates, Hereſie to dowbt of his power, P agani/me, to diſobey 
hun, Blaſphenie againſt the holy G hoſt to ſpeake agamſt his decrees and 
Canons

Ta. You mayielt azyouliſt, butwhat Thaue delivered is ap- 
prooued by (cuerall ſpeciall authours, as it appeareth teſtified in 
their owne workes and writings.
